‘This ta unqueationsbly 
a, violation‘of: tho spirit of all the ‘Treaties, 
anda dingo infringoment of the stipulations 
of some,of them. In. Article KY. .of the 
Amoricny Treaty of 1844, it is expressly pro- 
vided.thab. citizens of tho United : States’ 
shall not be subject toany new Limitations, 
“nor impeded in their business by ra 
' poliés” “or other injurious . restrictions. 
The French Treaty of 1858 conthins fike- 
wiso a. very explicit declaration on this 
point, Article XIV. providing that: ‘no pri- 
syileged: comuereis! society shall. hence- 
“ forward be established in Ohina, und the 
“game shall apply to any organised coalition 
“ having for its nd tho exercise of a mono- 
“poly of trade.” Yet hére we find the Go- 
vernor of Formosa, emboldened ‘no doubt by 
tho absolute indifference exhibited by, the} 
British Minister to tho complaints of British 
subjects of wrougs suffered by them, veu-
